A true Coppy of the Indenture followeth : 
THIS INDENTURE Tripartite, made the firſt daie of January, in 


the yeer of the raigne of our moſt gratious Soveraigne Lord James, by the grace 
of God, of England, France, and Ireland, King, Defender of the Faith, &c. the 
twelfth, and of Scotland the eight and fortieth : berweene Sir Robert Gardener, of 
Pakenham, in the county of Suffolk, knight, of the firſt partie; and John Hart, Robert 
Buckle, and John Marſh, of Elmſwell, in the ſaid county, yeomen, of the ſecond 
partie; and Edward Crofle, Richard Ruſſell, and John Raignold, of Wolpett, in 
the ſaid county, yeomen, of the third partie: witneſſeth, That whereas the ſaid 
Sir Robert Gardener hath, out of his charitable devotion and chriſtian zeale and 
care, and at his only proper coſts and charges, founded, erected, and ſer up, within 
the mannor and lord{hip of Elmſwell, within the ſaid county of Suffolk, one con- 
venient Almes-houſe, conteyning five ſeverall roomes, houſes, or chambers, and 
ſett and placed the ſame in and upon one parcell or peece of ground near unto the 
eaſt end of the church or church-yard of Elmfwell aforeſaid ; and hath alfo aſſigned, 
lIimmited, and appointed to everie of the ſaid five ſeverall roomes, houſes, or cham- 
bers, a convenient parcel] of ground for a garden plott, and a yard to fer wood, 
and for other neceſſary uſes, in all conteyning, by eſtimation, neare about half an 
acre of ground; and hath placed in each or every of four of rhe roomes one poore 
aged widdow woman: and in the fift, being ſomwhat greater then the reſt, two 
poore aged women, likewiſe widdows ; which ſayd almes- houſe the ſaid Sir Robert 
Gardener hath ſeated and placed neare unto the pariſh church of E'\mſwell aforeſaid, 
to the intent that the ſaid poore aged women during their naturall lives, and all 
ſuch as ſhould ſucceed them, and now or heerafter placed, or to be placed, in the 
ſaid houſe, might the better attend the ſervice of Almighty God. And that, and 
for a remembrance by whom and at whoſe charges the ſaid houſe was builded and 
erected, the ſaid Sir Robert Gardener doth by theſe prefents ordaine, ly mit, and ap- 
Pointe, that the ſame houſe, roomes, and chambers, by him fo builded, wirh the 
before remembred ſeverall parcells of ground, by him ſo aſſigned to everie of the 
ſame, ſhall be named and called, “Sir Robert Gardener his Almes-hous.” And 
ſo for ever to be called, and for ever heerafter uſed, imployed, and continued 


for an Almes-houſe, for the habitation, dwelling, eaſe, and uſe, of fixe poore aged

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women, being and continuing widdows. And to bee, from time to time, indiffe- 
rently, without partiality or affection, choſen and elected out of the inhabitants of 
the ſaid townes and pariſhes of Elmſwell and Wolpett aforeſaid, according to cer- 
taine ordinances, limmitations, and appointments, of the ſayd Sir Robert Gardener, 
under his ow ſubſcribed, and unto the ſeverall parties of theſe Indentures affyled 
and annexed and that the heires and aſſignes of the ſayd Sir Robert, who fhafl fac- 
ceed him as inheritors or owners of the manſion-houfe of the ſaid mannor of Elmſ- 
well aforeſaid, at his and their coſts and charges, ſhall, from time to time, ever heer- 
after, maintaine, uphold, and keepe, the ſayd houſe and houſes, fo by him built and 
erected, in good and ſufficient reparations, as need and occaſion ſhall require. And 
the ſayd Sir Robert Gardener doth, by theſe preſents, ordaine, eſtabliſh, and ap-. 
1 8 That the ſaid John Harte, Robert Buckle, John Marſh, Edward Croſſe, 
ichard Ruſſell, and John Raignold, ſhall, after the death of the ſaid Sir Robert, 
be Governours of the ſaid Almes-houſe, and of other the premiſſes. And, from 
time to time, after his deceaſe, together with the new miniſters of the ſeverall pa- 
riſhes of Elmſwell and Wolpett, and of their ſucceſſors, with the conſent and good- 
liking of ſuch as from time to time ſhall be owners and inheritors of the manſion- 
houſe of Elmſwell aforeſaid, to have the nomination, placing, election, and power of 
diſplacing of the ſame poore women, which, from time to time, ſhal be choſen and 
preferred to any place in the ſame almes houſe, by and under the lawes, rules, and 
ordinances, by the ſail Sir Robert ordained, eftabliſhed, and appointed, and to theſe 
reſents affyled and annexed, as before remembred. And the faid Sir Robert Gar- 
dener doth alſo by theſe preſents ordaine, limitt, and appoint, that as the before- 
named poore widdow women, or any of them, now placed or heerafter to be placed 
in the fayd houſe, ſhall fortune to die and depart this life, or be diſplaced for dif- 
obeying or not performing the orders and rules, or any of them before remembred, 
that then, from time to time, after the deceaſe of the ſaid Sir Robert Gardener, for 
ever heerafter, within tenne days next after the deceaſe or diſplacing of everie or 
any of the ſaid poore aged women, it ſhall be lawfull, and fo the ſaid Sir Robert 
doth ordaine and appoint, that ſuch of the three feoffees, or grantees, and gover- 
nours of the towne and pariſh out of which the partie ſo dying or offending was for- 
merly elected and choſen, for the greater part of them ſurviving, and to their ſuc- 
ceſſors, with conſent as aforeſaid, from time to time, to name and appoint out of 
the towne or pariſh from whence the ſaid poore women, or any of them, ſo dying or 
diſplaced, were formerly elected and choſen, to ele& and chooſe out of the ſame 
pariſh one other poore aged woman of like condition and quallity as the reſt not 
deceaſed, but remaining, be of: and ſhe or they fo newly elected to have, injoye, 
and receive ſuch and like allowance yeerly as the reſt, for her or their mayntayn- 
ance and releife, as in theſe preſents after is limmited, granted, and appointed, 
and under ſuch the ordinances, rules, and orders, as the laid Sir Robert doth and 
hath eſtabliſhed and declared in the ſaid ſchedule to theſe preſents annexed and 
affyled, and before remembred. And for a convenient habitation, and a yeerly ſup- 
portation, maintaynance, and releite, of everie of the ſaid fixe poore women now 
placed, and heerafter to be placed, in the ſame almes-houſe; the ſaid Sir Robert 
Gardener doth, by theſe preſents, give, grant, and convey, not only the houſe ſo 


built as aforeſaid, with the ground, and other the premiſſes, before remembred, _ 
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for ſuch other intents as are before limmited, mentioned, and appointed; but dothralſo 
grant, limmitt, and appointe, yeerly, to every of the ſaid poore women, three pounds 
and tenne ſhillings, amountinge weekly to the ſume of ſixteen pence, to every of 
them: and monthly for ever to be paid unto everie of them. And that everie of. 
them to have yeerly one load of one bond woode, good fire-woode, to be made up for 
firinge, and to be taken out of or upon his mannor of Elmſwell; and to be yeetly 
carried and delivered at the ſaid almes-houſe in Elmſwell aforeſaid, by ſuch as ſhall 
be by courſe of law, or otherwiſe, now or hereafter nominated and appointed, to in- 
herriit, or ſucceed as inheritors or owners of his manfion-houſe of Elmſwell afore- 
ſaid. And alſo that every of the ſaid fix poor women ſhall yeerly, for ever, have 
delivered unto every of them, in, near, or upon, the feaſt daie of All Saints, called 
Hallymas-daye, one gowne, readie made, of courſe blew cloth, or of ſtuſſe of like 
nature, and of value about five pounds. And for the better proviſion, ſupportation, 
mayntaynance, and continuance of the ſaid almes-houſes, and ſixe poore women in 
the ſaid almes- houſes now placed, or to bee ſo placed, for ever, accordinge to the 

rpoſe, lymitation, and intention, declared as aforeſaid; and -for ſure and trus pays 
ment of the ſaid fumes lo ſeverally granted and lymited as aforeſaid, and in performs 
ance of ſuch intended and mentioned purpoſes, the ſaid Sir Robert Gardener, out 
of his godly zeale and chriſtian charitie, doth by theſe preſents farther give and 
grant unto the faid John Harte, Robert Buckle, John Marſh, Edward Creffe, Ri- 
chard Ruſſell, and John Raignold, one annuall and yeerhe rent of fxtcene pounds of lau- 
full Engliſh money, to be iſſuinge, goinge out, perceived, and taken, of, in, and out 
of, all ſuck his Jands, tenements, and hereditaments, fituate, lyinge, and being within 
the pariſh of Thelnetham, or in any other pariſh neere or next adjoyninge, being in 
the county of Suffolk, and lately purchaſed of Robert Smyth and William his bro- 
ther, ſonns to one Thomas Smyth their late father, deceaſed, as by conveyance ap- 
peareth; and in, and out of, every parcell thereof, with their and everie of their 
appurtenances; and to be payd yeerlie, at the Feaſts of the Annunciation of the 
Bleſſed Lady the Virgin Marie; and at the Feaſt of St. Michaell the Archangell ; 
by even and equall portions; the firſt payment to be made and beginne at ſuch. 
of the ſame Feaſts as ſhall firſt happen to come next after the deccaſe of the ſaid 
Sir Robert. And allo, to continue the charitable purpoſes aforeſaid, the ſaid Sir 
Robert Gardener doth further, by theſe. preſents, give and grant unto the ſaĩd John 
Harte, Robert Buckle, John Marſh, Edward Crofle, Richard Ruſſell, and John 
Raignold, one annuall and yeerly rent of tenne pounds, to be iſſuinge out, perceived, 
and taken out, of his mannors of Elmſwell and Wolpett, and in and out pf everie 
part of them, with their appurtenances; to have and to hold the {aid kouie, wah the 
premiſſes and appt. rtenances; and to have and to hold, take, injoye, and perceive, 
the fail ſeverall annuall and yeerlie rents of ſixteene pounds, and tenne pounds, unto 
the ſaid John Harte, Robert Buckle, John Marſh, Edward Croſſe, Richard Ruſſell, 
and John Raignold, their heires, ſucceſſors, and aſſignes, to and for the intents and 
uſcs aforeſaid, for ever. And if it ſhall happen the faid yeerlie rents of ſixteene 
pounds, and tenne pounds, to be behinde and unpaid by the ſpace of twentis dnies 
next after either ot the ſaid feaſt daies before limmited for payment thereof, that 
then it ſhall and may be lawfull to and for the faid John Harte, Robert —

or any of their heires, ſucceſſors, or aſſignes, intereſted in the ſaid yeerlie rents, 
accordinge to the true meaninge of theſe preſents, to enter into the ſame mannors, 
and other the premiſſes, out of Which the ſame ſeveral] annuall and yearlie rents of 
ſixteene pounds, and tenne pounds, are appointed and limmited to be iffuinge and 
paid, and into any part or parcell thereof, to enter and diſtraine upon the ſevera]l 
places ſo ſeverallie charged as aforeſaid, for ſuch rents, as out of the place charged 
ſhall be behinde and unpaid, and the diſtrefſe and diſtreſſes there, from time to time, 
had and taken, to leade, drive awaye, detaine, and impound, untill ſatisfaction ſhall 
be had and made of the ſaid annuall and yearly rents ſo being unpaid as aforeſaid, 


and by theſe preſents granted, and of everie part thereof, with the arrearages. 


And the ſaid Sir Robert doth, by theſe preſents, further grant, for him, his heirs 
and aſſignes, I hat if the ſaid owners or inheritors of the manſion, or mannor-houle, 
of Elmſwell aforefaid, ſhall not make up, and carrie the ſaid fixe load of wood, as 


before is limmited, that then it ſhall and may be lawfull to and for the faid John 


Harte, Robert Buckle, John Marſh, Edward Crofle, Richard Ruſſell, and John 
Raignold, and the ſurvivors of them, their heires and ſucceſſors, yearly, for ever, to 
cutt downe, make, and carry awaye, in ſeaſonable time and times of the year, the 
ſaid ſige load of good and ſeaſonable one bond firewood, named and ſpecified as 
toe in and upon any of the grounds and lands of the mannor of Elmſwell 
aforeſaid, at and in any place, at their will and pleaſure, to be cut downe, made, car- 
ried, delivered, and imployed, for the uſe of the ſaid poore women, at the only coſts 
and charges of ſuch the ſaid inheritor or inheritors, owner or owners, of the ſaid 
manſion, or mannor-houſe, aforeſaid. And the faid Sir Robert Gardener doth, by 
theſe preſents, ordaine, eſtabliſh, and appoint, that when and as often as foure of 
the ſaid feoffees and grantees before named ſhall deceaſe and be dead, then the other 
two ſurvivinge ſhall, from time to time, aſſigne, conveye, and grant over, not only 
the ſaid almes-houſe, with the appurtenances, but alſo the faid ſeverall annuall and 
yearly rents ſo granted by theſe preſents, unto foure other of the moſt ſubſtantiall 
and honeſt men, being freeholders, equally of and out of the ſaid pariſhes of Elmeſ- 
well and Wolpett aforeſaid, by conſent and good likinge of the foreſaid miniſters of 
Elmeſwell and Wolpett aforenamed, and by advice of learned counſell, to have and 
to hold, to them and their heires, to the uſe of the ſaid new named feoffees or 
grantees, and of the other two then ſurvivinge, and of their heirs and ſucceſſors, to 
and for the uſe, purpoſe, and intents before mentioned and remembred ; which ſaid 
foure perſons, together with the ſaid other two ſurvivinge, ſhal be governours of 
the ſaid almes-houſe; and they, with the conſent of the ſaid miniſters for the time 
being, or the more part of them, with confent as afore-mentioned, to have the elec- 
tion, placinge, and diſplacinge, of the fixe ſaid poore women, and every of them, 
which ſhall from time to time bee preferred and placed in the faid almes-houſe, by 
and nnder the rules and ordinances by the faid Sir Robert ordained and eſtabliſhed, 
and from time to time to be aflyled and annexed to the ſaid new conveyances, which 
ſhall be fo made as unto theſe. And that from time to time, as often as any foure 
of them {hall fortune to deceaſe and depart this preſent life, that then alike a new 
grant and conveyance, with like affylinge and annexinge of the ordinances aforeſaid, 
to be made and executed in forme aforeſaid, of the ſaid almes-houſe, and appurte- 
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nances, and of the ſaid annuall and yearly rents, ts other foure of the like moſt 
ſubſtantiall freeholders of the pariſhes and townes aforeſaid, and in forme aforeſaid z 
and ſo to be renewed and continued, from time to time, for ever, to the uſes, lim- 
mitations, and intents, before mentioned. And the ſaid perſons, from time to time 
ſo to be named, to be intereſted in the ſaid houſe, with the appurtenances, and of 
the ſaid annuall and yearly rents, and to be governours of the ſaid almes-houſe, and 
of the perſons ſo placed, together with the faid miniſters, and inheritors or owners, 
afore- mentioned, and to have the placing and diſplacing of the ſaid poore women, 
and of every of them, from time to time, by and under the laws, rules, and ordinances, 

before made and remembred. And laſtly, the ſaid Sir Robert Gardener doth, by 
theſe preſents, grant, by him, and his heires and aſſignes, that for further and 
more better aſſurance that the ſaid ſeverall grants of the ſaid ſeverall rents may have 
continuance to the uſes limmited, that if it ſhall heerafter by any lawfull eviction. 
of the premiſſes before charged, or of any part thereof, or ſuſpenſion of the ſaid 
rents, or any part thereof, ſo as the faid rents may not be paide and continued ac- 
cordinge to the former intentions, that then and from thenceforth it ſhall and may 
be lawfull to the ſaid John Harte, Robert Buckle, John Marſh, Edward Croſſe,

ORDINANCES and Rules eſtabliſhed, ' ordained, and appointed, by Sir 
Robert Gardener, Knight, for and touching the government of the poore peo- 
ple now placed, and hereafter to be placed, in the almes-houſe in Elmeſwell, in 
the county of Suffolk, now by him newly founded, and by him erected, this 


_ firſt day of January, Anno Domini 1614. 


Imprimis, The ſaid Sir Robert Gardener doth eſtabliſh and appoint, that in the 
faid houſe ſhall continuallie be placed fixe poore women, widdows, of the ſeverall 
pariſhes of the ſaid Elmſwell and of Wolpett, within the ſaid countie ; viz. three 
out of either pariſh allwayes to continue, and alwayes to be elected and choſen by 
the feoffees and governors of the ſaid almes-houſe, in the Indentures hereunto 
affyled and annexed named and appointed, with allways the conſent and allowance 
as well of the miniſters or parſons of the ſaid ſeverall pariſhes for the time being, 
as with conſent and good liking of the inheritors of the mannor-houſe of — 
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well, when he, ſhe, or they, ſhalt be, at ſuch eledion, of full age, always placing 
three out of either pariſh, in manner and forme brenſcer to be PR removed, and 
chang ed, | 

— The ſaid poore women ſo to be elected to be ſach 255 at the time of ſuch 
election and choice, ſhall be aceompted and reputed to have lived ſoberly, chaſtly, 


honeſtly, and religiouſly, and to be aged thfeeſcore years, or neere the ſame, if 


ſuch may at the time of ſuch election be in the ſaid ſeverall pariſhes found, and three 
years to be dwelling in the pariſh out of which ſhee is to be choſen. And if noe 
ſuch poore women, widdows, and of ſuch age, or not quallyfied as before is lymited 
and appointed, may at the time/of ſuch election be found, then ſuch election and 
nomination to be allways made of ſuch poore, lame, impotent perfons, or perſons 
diſeaſed, or ſickly, being women unmarcied, and 1 a8 before mentioned, 
* there to have dwelt the time and ſpace aforeſaid. 

tem, It is further ordayned ànd eſtabliſhed: by the; 3 1 that 
none of the ſaid women, ſo to be named or choſen, ſhall be a common ſcolder, * 
kard, brawler, incontinent of life, a harberour of rogues, thee ves, or idle perſons, 
and ſuch like, or uſuall hedge breaker, or to entertaine or lodge any perſon or 
perſons whomſoever in their chamber 1 in the _ feafon, or to marrie, or contracte 
marriage with any. 

Item, It is further eſtabliſhed aud . by the a eforefaid, that the 
ſaid women, and every of them, ſhall ropaire upon the fabhoath · days to the church 
of Elmſwell, and there to remaine and continue, orderly and! decently, during the 
time of preaching and divine ſervice there to be uſed; and further, twice in the 
week days to repaire to the ſaid chureh, and there to continue the time of preach- 
ing and ordinarie prayer, if any ſhall be there uſed ; ; it none, or not uſed, then thi- 
ther twice in the ſaid week to reſort, and there to continue in prayer by the ſpace 
of half an houre at the leaft, and at ſuch days and times in the:week as by the mini- 
ſter of Elmſwell for the time being thil be appointed, if ficknes and other juſt 
cauſe of lawfull abſence ſhall not occaſion the contrarie ; which cauſe * ſicknes, 
and other juſt occaſion, to be allowed by the ſaid miniſter. 

Item, That the ſaid poore women, and every of them, ſhall, from time to time, 
maintaine and keep their ſeverall chambers, with their gardens, walkes, and ground, 
wherein from time to time they ſhall be placed, cleane, wholtome, and ſweet; and 
not io begge, or challenge charitie of any. 

liem, Ie is oxdayned aud eſtabliſhed, by the ſaid founder, that if any of the ſaid 
poore women, now placed, or hereafter to be placed, as aforeſaid, or any of them. 
ſhail, in life of the ſaid ſounder, or after his deceaſe, be found guiltie of any of 
the aforenamed offences or defaults, and ſhall not obſerve and performe all and fin- 
gular the dforeſaid rules and ordinagces, and every of them before mentioned, ac- 
cording to the true meaning of them, and thereof and therein ſhall be by the ſaid

Item, Laſtly, It is ordered and appointed, that one part of the Indenture, being

Wolpett, there to be locked, and ſafely, from time to time, to be preſerved, for 
the benefitt and uſe in the ſaid: Indentures mentioned. And the other third part 
allways to continue and remain with him, her, or them, as ſhall, from time to time, 
be inheritors of the manſion-houſe of the mannor of Elmſwell aforeſaid, to be pre- 
ſerved to ſuch uſes and intents as are mentioned in the ſame.

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SIR Robert Gardener, Knight, gave, by his laſt will and teſtament, to the 
poore women in the almes-houſe in Elmeſwell, an hundred pounds, to be layd out in 
lands, for their beiter maintainance, expreſſed in theſe words, as followeth : © 


Item, I will, that whereas I have, by conveyance, conveyed certaine charges or 


annualties out of certaine my lands and hereditaments lying in the county of Suffolk, 
for the ſupportation and better maintainance of a certaine almes-houſe neere unto 
the church of Elmſwell, in the ſaid county, to the uſe and reliefe of certaine poore 
women, now and hereafter to be reſident, which are granted to certaine feoffees, or

Mr. William Fiſke, of Hardings, was at our meeting appointed by the reſt of the 
feoffees, to take the rent of Combes Land, and to paye it, accordinge to their direc- 
tion, to the poore widdowes in the almes-houſe, beginning at Michaelmas 1673. 


Now in regard the feoffees have not taken an accompt yeerly, whereby they find 
many inconveniencies, they have entred into articles of agreement amongſt them- 
ſelves, to prevent miſcarriages for the future; which are as followeth :

payd accordinge to the order and appointment of the ſaid Sir Robert Gardener ; 
and whethcr they have had their gownes and firewoode as formerly. And if the 
ſaid miniſters, or their ſucceſfors, ſhall finde that the feoffees have faithfully per-

poſe, that a ſpeedy remydie may be obtayned, and the accompt in this book kept 
perfect, and the intentions of the donor not fruſtrated. 

3. Thirdly, It is further agreed betwixt us, that whereas five pounds is yearly 
given to buy ſixe gownes for the poore widdowes, that the feoffee, or feoffees, that 
thal! buy them, ſhall bring a note, in writinge, under the hand of the wollendraper, 
or partie of whom the cloath was Lought, of the price of it, and of the charge of 
makinge of them, that in caſe there be any overplus of money ſpare, that it may

pounds and five ſhillings per annum was purchaſed, in lands in Colmbes, in the 
county of Suffolk, to that purpole.

5. Fiftly, and laſtly, It is agreed by the ſaid feoffees, that at the death of any 
of the poore widdowes in the almes-houſe, that the time of her death he entred into

THERE are no cuſtoms in this pariſh in the caſe of tithes but in the Hall 
Farm *; all rithes being payable im kind, if ſo demanded by the rector. The par- 
ticular cuſtoms belonging to the ſaid Hall Farm are theſe; viz. the milk every year 
of the whole dairy for nine mornings, or elſe the cheeſe of thoſe nine mornings 
made after the beſt manner; that is, of the right one-meal ſort; one good calf, and 
half a guinea in money, for the tithes of lambs and-woel kept and growing on the 
faid lands. The number of acres paying this tithe within the gates of the ſaid farm 
are eighty-ſix; viz. Waits? Wood, Waits“ Wood Meadow, the two Back Fields, 
Carter's Cloſe, Dove Houſe Pightle, and Cow Paſture. For Lord's Meadow, Pound 
Cloſe, and the two Slade- bottom Meadows, are paid two acres of graſs fir for hay. 
Befides theſe cuſtoms, there are no other belonging to the ſaid farm; all the other 
lands, lying without the gate and belonging to this farm, pay their riches in kind, as 
the reſt of the lands in the pariſh do. a 

In the ſaid pariſh is an hoſpital founded. and endowed by Sir Robert Gardiner, 
knight, about the year 1614, for fix poor widows, who have each a convenient 
apartment, a blue gown, and a load of wood, every year, and 15. 4d. per week; 
who are thus maintained out of certain lands lying at Thelnetham and Elmeſwell, in 
the county of Suffolk, in the hands of feoffees, in truſt. 

The blackſmith's ſhop, garden, and other lands, in the occupation of Mr. 
Faſtorne, Jonathan Blois, Edward Marſh, and John Wright, to the annual value 
of 71. 55. were ſettled by commiſhon for charitable uſes, upon the pariſh church 
of Elmeſwell, for the repairs and ornaments of it; which rents are annually re 
ceived by the church-wardens. The commiſſion under the Great Seal of England 
for the aforeſaid purpoſe bears date Feb. 15, 1705; and the award and declara- 
tion hereupon of the ſaid commiſſioners, Oct. 25, 1706. Several parcels of land, 
to the value of 21/. per ann. belong to the pariſh of Elmeſwell, as ſettled alſo by 
the aforeſaid commiſſioners. Four town-houſes, inhabited by feveral-poor families, 


belong to the ſaid pariſh.

ErMESWELT is fituated in an exceedingly pleafant part of Suffolk, only fix miles 
from Bury, and fix from Stowmarket, to both which towns the roads are good. It 
ftands high; the air is eſteemed fine and wholſome, many of the proſpects are beau- 
titul and extenſive, and the neighbourhood in general abounds with gentlemens ſeats. 
The church (which formerly belonged tothe abbey of Bury) has a lotty ſteeple, and 
the church-yard is higher than the tops of the chimneys of ſome of the adjoining 
Cottages. | 

An inſcription, carved in ſtone, on the front of the ſouth porch, has been pur- 


poſely eraſed. On the ſteeple is . There uſed to be in the church- yard a 


very large white-thorn, whoſe branches extended fo far, that they were obliged to 
be ſupported by a frame of wood-work. It was cut down about 1760. 

At a court-baron held at Elmeſwell in March 1785, appeared Edward Marfh, 
aged 90, who has a brother, William Marſh, aged 93. Both theſe copyholders 
have duly attended the courts during the greater part of the preſent century ; and 
- their family have lived in the pariſh goo years. 

« An original deſcription of the manor of Elmeſwell, parcell of the poſſeſſions 
„ of Gardiner Webbe, Eſq; (viz.) of to much thereof as doe ly in the pariſh and 
„ boun es of E.lmeiwell atforſatd, within the county of Suffolk, was taken and made 
on the miath of October, Anno Domini 1627, by Thomas Waterman,” is now 
(1786) in the hands of J. Nichols. — The pariſh contains (by admeaſurement taken 
in 1786) 1830 acres, one rod, 26 perches. There is a good parſonage-houte, 
with proper oute buildings, in decent repair, an cxceeding good garden and fiſh- 
poud, with five acres of rich paſture.

CAupEssE, Cameſey, or Campſey, a'nunnery of the order of St. Clare, or the 
Minoreffes, was ſeated in a fruitful and pleaſant valley on the Eaſt fide of the river 
Deven; and on the North it had a large lake of water, more than 20 feet deep, 
and about 14 acres in extent, which ſtill abounds with immenſe quantities of pike, 
carp, tench, and eels. While the water ſupplied this houſe with filh and wild- 
fowl ®, the land furniſned the other nece aries of life. 

It was founded by the order of Theobald de Valoines, who gave all his land in 
Campeſle to his two liſters, Joan and Agnes, for the erscting of a nunnery there; to 
the honour of Cod ard the glorious Virgin; waich grant, being confirmed by the 
following charter of king John, was carried into execution in 1204.

The nunnery of Campſey found in after- ages many conſiderable benefactors. 
Simon de Bruna gave at one time a certain meſſuage and four acres of land; 
and at another time a piece of land lying in Totington in perpetual alms, for the 
health of his own ſoul, and thoſe of his father and mother, and other anceſtors. 
John le Strange alſo, the father, gave-to the ſame nuns, for the ſame purpoſes, a 
Certain meſſuage, called Henepbord, with four acres of land in Totington, and 
a manor called Stranges, with all his homage, revenne, and ſervices; all which 
John le Strange of Hunſtanton, eſq; confirmed and warranted to the ſaid prioreſs 
and convent, and their ſucceſſors for ever. Theſe deeds of gift + were made when 
Mary Felton and Alice Corbet were priorefſes. 

Stephen de Ludham (the grandfather, as is conceived) gave alſo to the nuns of 
Campeſſ le a piece of meadow in Ludham, in pure and perpetual alms, and free 
from all ſecular ſervices and demands. His fon William de Ludham gave all his

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land in Ludham, then held by William the chaplain, called Fincheſcrout, to the 
ſaid nuns, yet to hold of him and his heirs by the annual rent of twelve pence, 
ſix-pence whereof to be paid on the eve of Epiphany, and the other ſix- pence 
upon the fcaſt of St. John Baptiſt, yearly. After this, Stephen de Ludham his 
ſon agreed with the ſaid nuns, to releaſe them for ever from the payment of the 
twelve-pence a year for Fincheſcrout, upon condition that they ſnould for ever quit- 
claim all their right and title to two pieces of mead in Wickham, then held by 
— qe Hill, 

While Walter de Suffield was biſhop of Norwich“, there happened a controverſy 
between Sir Robert de Valoines, who claimed the patronage of this nunnery, and 
the nuns, who denied his title to it. The caſe was referred to this biſhop, who thus 
decided it: That the prioreſs and nuns ſhould always acknowledge the faid Robert 
de Valoines for their patron; and as often as there is a vacancy of a prioreſs, rhe 
faid Robert ſhall ſeize the ſaid nunnery, but without any hurt to their goods, or 
exercile of any authority, till the nuns have choſen them a prioreſs, whom they ſhall 
preſent to the ſaid Robert for his aſſent; which being obtained, the biſhop of Ner- 
wich for the time being ſhall order her to be confirmed and ſettled in the govern- 
ment of the-nunnery +. 

In 1333 John de Framlyngham obtained from king Edward III. letters patent g, 
for enabling him to beſtow his manor of Karleton, and the advowſon of that church, 
on the prioreſs and nunnery of Campſey, as a maintenance for a chaplain and two 
aſſiſtants, to perform ſervice daily in their church for the foul of Alice de Henaud, 
Counteſs Mareſcal his conſort, for his own ſoul, and the fouls of all the faithful : 
the patronage of the ſaid chaplain to be for ever with the prioreſs of Campſey 
and her ſucceſſors Q. 

Maud Counteſs of Ulſter, relict of William de Burgh, Earl of Ulſter, and ſiſter 
to Henry Earl of Lancaſter, founded in 1348 another chantry || of five prieſts in the 
chapel of the Bleſſed Virgin Mary of Campeſſe, by the licence of king Edward III. 
for the health of the ſouls of William de Burgh and Ralph de Ufford, her firſt 


and ſecond huſbands, and of Elizabeth de Burgh and Maud de Ufford her daughters, 


as alſo for the good eſtate of herſelf, Sir John Ufford, and Sir Thomas de Here-

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ford, knight, during their lives, and for the health of their ſouls after their death“; 
which chantry ſhe endowed with certain lands in Aſh, near Rendleſham, and 
with the advowſons of the churches of Burgh in Suffolk, and Hargham in Norfolk. 
In 1357, it being repreſented to the king, that the noble and pions foundreſs, 
having found that the priory of Campſey was too far diſtant from the village of 
Aſh, where ſhe had propoſed to fix her reſidence, permiſſion was granted to 
remove the chantry to the manor of Rokhalle, in the town of Bruſſeyard; the 


revenues and fire whereof were given, in 1365, to the prioreſs and nuns of the 


order of St. Clare there, when the chantry was converted into a nunnery at that place. 
Ralph de Ulford, who died before 1348, was buried in the chapel at Campſey. 
Robert de Ufford, the firſt Earl of Suffolk of that name, married Cecily, 
daughter and coheir of Robert de Valoines. By his loſt will, dated on the feſtival 
of St. Peter and St. Paul, 1368, and proved at Cherying, 9 kal. Dec. 1369, he 
directs his body to be buried © a Campaſſe, deſoults Parche parentre la chapelle St. 
Nich. & le haut altier, ou le tombe eut eſte ordeigne +.” 
Edmund, brother of Sir Robert de Ufford, by his will, dated in 1374, bequeaths 
his body to be buried near his wiſe in the chapel of Our Lady within this priory.

Elizabeth Buttry, laſt prioreſs, died at Norwich Oftoder 24, 1543; and was 
buried in St. Stephen's church, Norwich.

In 1553 there remained in charge to Galfrid Criſpe £.4. per annum; and to John 
Eyer {.35. 6s. 8d. Total £.39. 6s. 8d. 

In the annexed plan, A. fhews the ſite of the church, now all in rains, except 
the Weſt end, where the walls are three feet thick. 

B. The chapel of St. Mary. 

C. Is ſuppoſed to be the refectory or dormitory. 

D. The dwelling-houſe, built with ſtone and brick; and the infide ſupported 
with prodigious balks of timber, &c. A principal beam in the hall meaſures 14 
inches ſquare. * The inner work of the Weſt porch of this houſe confilts of many 
painted mouldings; and on the fides are demiquatrefoil arches. 

The farm houſe was part of the original apartments ; and in the parlour win- 
dow is a piece of glaſs ſtained with the arms engraved in the annexed plate, fig. 1 ; 
over the kitchen — the eſcurcheon, fig. 2; on the wooden part of a cable

monaſtery of Campley, in Suffolk; which manors of Wikeham, Gelhim, and 
Bunge, the faid king, by his letters patent, granted to Sir Anthony Wynygtelde, 
knight, and to the heirs male of his body, and engages to hold the ſaid Sir An- 
thony Wyng feld diicharged of the ſaid annual rent *. | 

Henry VIII. in his 35th year, granted to Sir William Willoughby, knight, the 
ſite of the manor of Campſey, with the lands belonging to this nunnery, and all 
the manor of Campſey, and the lands called Valenes, in Valens and Blaxhall, 
and all the mefſuages and lands in Hangh, Northland, and Blonnyvile, in the pa- 
riſhes of Haſketon and Parbam, in Suffolk, to hold of the King in capite . 

37 Henry VIII. Sir William Willoughby alienated his manor of Campſey, 
with the appurtenances in Campſey and Aſh, with the meſſuages, lands, and tene- 
ments, in Haugh and Northland, in the pariſhes of Haſketon and Parham, to John 
Some, gent. ; and in the ſame year John Some conveyed-a moiety of theſe lands to 
John Valentyne, gent. and his heirs. The other moiety paſſed to the Lords Audley, 
and from them, by marriage, to Thomas Howard Earl of Suffolk. 

6 Edward VI. William Some conveyed his portion of the manor of Campſey to 
Robert Veſey and his heirs; in whoſe family it continued till the 6th of Elizabeth, 
when it was alienated by William Veſey to William Hunwick ; and paſſed from this 
family into thoſe of Bull and Danby ; and in 1659 was purchaſed by John Braham, 
grandſon of Sir John Braham, of Braham-hall, who ſettled here; but that family 
failing of iſſue male, it became veſted in two maiden ladies of that name; of whom, 
Elizabeth }, the laſt ſurvivor, died April 7, 1788, aged 83.

It was afterwards 
the property of Thomas Breton, Eſq. and Robert Lloyd Breton his ſon, as heirs- 
ar-law to one fourth part of the property of Mr. Oneby; and was ſold by 
them in 1788 to Jacob Whitbread, et1q. the preſent owner. 

John Glover, gent. purchaſed an eſtate in the pariſh, of Thomas Goodwyn, gent.

And further ſays, that the above 
are the ſeveral antient Cuſtoms uſed Time immemorial, as to the payment of Tithes 
and Dues to the Parſon of Campley Aſh, in ſeveral Terriers returned by the Rectors 
and Inhabitants, and regiſtered in the Court of the Biſhops of Norwich. 

A Commiſſion being ſent down to examine witneſſes; and publication being 
paſſed, amongſt the proofs for the Plaintiff in the Original Cauſe is the depoſition 
of John Nunn, in hæc verba : To the ſecond Interrogatory, this Deponant faith, 
« That the Complainant, as Rector of faid Pariſh of Aſh, is intitled to all Tithes, 
* both Great and Small, ariſing within the faid Pariſh; and particularly to the 
« Tithes of all Corn, Beans, Peaſe, and other Grain, Hay, Graſs, Clover Graſs, - 
« Seed, Turnips, Sheep, Lambs, and Wool, within the ſaid Pariſh; except only to 
* the Tithes ariſing. from Six Acres of Land, Parcel of a Clofe called Peaſeeroft, 
ein this Deponent's occupation, which this Deponent believes to be exempt from

By the above extracts, taken from Office Copies, it appears that there is a ge- 
neral, beneficial and antient Pecuniary Modus eftabliſhed in this Pariſh, for and in 
Lieu of Small Tithes. That fuch Modus is on Record in the Biſhop of Nor- 
wich's Court. That it has been allowed and eſtabliſhed by an Order of the

of Peaſecroft Cloſe in George Lord's Farm are. free and exempt from all Tithes.

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-—— That the whole of the Farm which George Lord now-h61ds, being the Abbey, 


and the Lands thereto belonging, is ſubject to the payment of the greater Prædial 


[Tyther, but exempted from the payment of any Small Tithes, or any Pecuniary-or 
other Compenſation in Lieu thereof, eveept a large Mold Candle, which has been 
Paid to, and accepted by, the former Rectors of ſaid Pariſn, from Time immemorial, 

Several of the inhabitants can prove this Cuſtom; it was a large Green wax Mold 
Candle, value 16. which Candle was uſually. burnt at the Rector's Tithe Feaſt, 
always held, before the time of the preſent Rector, on Plough Tueſday. The 
Mold, in which the Candle was made is of great antiquity, was preſerved in the 
hands of Mr. Lord. Mr. Stewart, the late Rector, refuſed the tender when made 
to him in the uſual form by Mr. Lord, and flung the Candle into the road; after 
which time Mr. Lord paid fall Tithes for all his Paſture land. | | 

Mr. Kilderbee, the preſent Incumbent, inducted in 1784, avowed in April 1785, 
before he received any Tithes from the Pariſh, that ſuch a-Cuſtom did exiſt; but 
he being then but lately inducted to-rrhe Living, could not afcertain the particulars; 
bur ſuppoſed that the'Tenant of the Abbey ought to pay bim a Wax Candle annu- 
ally, at Chriſtmas, in Lieu of Tithes. " 1077 ö | 

if a Rector, from Interruption, attempt to deſtroy a Modus, it may be obſerved, 
and held-as found law, © That an Interruption of the Uſage for ſuch Time only

By a ſurvey of Mr. Lord's farm, it appears to contain 395 acres, three roods, 
38 petches. But that ſurvey does not mention the quality of the land; nor how 
much was for the plough, now much meadow or paſture. In the great meadow, 
conſiſting of 20 acres, one rood, and 15 perches, and marked in the above mentioned 
Survey (29), there was formerly a Patch of land, containing two acres, which 
- was conſidered as the property of the Rector, and as given in Lieu of the Tithes 
of the whole meadow. This Patch the Rector ſometimes mowed for his own uſe, 
and ſometimes ſold the ſtanding crop. The old poles, or land-marks, that formerly 
marked out this pateh, the Re gor has deſtroyed, all but one. Whenever the 20 
acres were paſtured, the tenant always paid the Rector 405. a year for the two 
acres. Mr. Lord ſays, that four acres of Peaſecroft, (No. 7. ), were always exempt 
from Corn Tithes; that neither Mr. Stewart, nor Mr. Kilderbee, have ever de- 
manded them. That Mr. Stewart, whenever he took Tithe in Kind, always left 

theſe four acres un- tithed; and that Mr. Kilderbee has hitherto. done the ſame. 
That he (Mr. Lord) has compounded with Mr. Kilderbee for one year; and that 
he told Mr. Kilderbee, at the time of making the Agreement, that theſe four 


acres were Tithe free +.
